COMMENTS ON RESULTS OF GENEVA MEETING ON NAMIBIA 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 23 Sep 81 p 12

[Text] Chester Crocker, U.S. assistant secretary of state for African affairs, 
has concluded the discussions initiated at Reagan's order in Geneva, with Brand 
Fourie, secretary of state of the racist government of South Africa, and repre- 
sentatives of the so-called "internal" parties of Namibia, to find a viable solu- 
tion that might alter the stands taken within the Contact Group following South 
Africa's invasion of Angola [RPA] and thus to attempt to bring about a modification 
of UN Assembly Resolution 435. 





There has been, in fact, no official commmique describing the content of these 
discussions, but the political persuasion of the parties to the meeting--Chester 
Crocker and Brand Fourie--suggest the basic premise of the Geneva discussions. 





Crocker is the official naysayer to all the diplomatic initiatives im the months 
preceding the South African invasion of the RPA. After his first trip to the 
African continent, he referred to the futility of the “diplomatic charade in search 
of a Namibian solution." 


Now we can understand why Crocker let it be known that the contacts initiated by 

the RPA, the OAU countries and some Wester European countries in search of a swift 
solution to the Namibian problem did not suit the United States, diplomatically or 
politically; what the imperialists wanted--and have so demonstrated in Geneva--was 
that the Namibian question be taken up solely with the racist government of Pretoria 
and representatives of Namibia's so-called internal parties, organized by South 
Africa itself. 


This is the point of view which the United States will present at the next meeting 
of the Contact Group, since the veto of the censure of the racist invasion of 
Angola is part of the Reagan administration's diplomatic support for the Botha and 
Mallan policy. 


Is it possible that, after receiving the Angolan puppets and supporting the execu- 
tion of “Proteus 81," the invasion plan of the Pretorian racists, the imperialists 
would then meet secretly with Brand Fourie and tell him that Resolution 435 is the 
only way to a final solution of the Namibian question? 











If this were the case, there would be no need to keep the results of the meeting 
a secret. On the contrary, the imperialists met with their Pretorian ally to 
establish a strategy for political and diplomatic action at the meeting of the 
foreign affairs ministers of the so-called Contact Group countries. 


When it brings up the Namibian question, the United States has always talked about 
"correcting" Resolution 435 on the basis of new facts. Unfortunately for Crocker, 
the only real fact in the current political picture is the continued occupation of 
some areas of Angola's Cunene Province after the recent recapture cf Xangongo, 

Mongua and Ondjiva by the FAPLA [Armed Forces for the Popular Liberation of Angola]. 


Is, then, the continued occupation of Angolan territory and the prepara*ions for 
a new military attack by racist Pretorian troops the new argument witich the 
United States will present to the Contact Group for revision of UN Resolution 435, 
which recognizes SWAPO as the sole legitimate representative of Namib‘a? 


It is possible, and this would explain why, just 32 days after the start of the 
invasion, the imperialists, the racists and the Namibian puppets have met to 
analyze possible "corrections" to Resolution 435. 


Finally, it should be noted that Crocker declared on 22 September, at the beginning 
of the Geneva meeting, that “we are seeing progress in the implementation of the 
U.S. project for Namibia.” We all know the kind of progress the United States has 
in mind, however. Maybe the imperialists want to repeat their first neocolonialist 
experiment in Africa, back in 1821, when the "American Colonization Society” sent 
20,000 North American blacks to Liberia and they began to govern the "bush niggers” 
the North American way.

AGRARIAN REFORM BILL CAUSES VIOLENT REACTION 
Government Communique 
Praia VOZ DI POVO in Portuguese 9 Sep 81 p 2 
[Text] Communique 
1. In accordance with the democratic options of the State of Cape Verde, conse- 
crated in the Constitution of the Republic, the government has adopted and is 


carrying out the PAIGC policy of submitting draft bills of major importance in the 
nation's life to prior discussion among the people. 





Therefore, pursuant to the constitutional mandate to promote agrarian reform, the 
government has approved a draft bill for the respective organic law, which has been 
presented for public discussion throughout the country. The freely expressed 
opinions of the citizens will make it possible to obtain a national consensus and 
to draft a definitive Organic Law for Agrarian Reform [LBRA], to be submitted to 
the National Popular Assembly for discussion and approval. 


2. The government is greatly pleased to note that the public meetings to discuss 
the LBRA have been well attended and generally take place in a peaceful and confi- 
dent atmosphere, demonstrating the high civic and patriotic spirit of our people 
and the Cape Verdian masses’ proven aspiration for progress. 


3. As could be expected, however, the enemies of our people's democratic progress 
did not fail to take advantage of the discussions regarding the LBRA draft bill. 

in certait areas of the Concelho da Ribeira Grande (Ilha de Santo Antao), groups 

of individuals, some of whom are already on record for past antinational activities 
and whose motives and connections are well known, sought to incite the people to 
riot. Through threats, intimidation and attacks, they attempted to disturb the 
public order and tranquillity. 


When the local authorities reacted promptly and firmly, arresting some of the 
rioters, the above-mentioned groups violently resisted the peace-keeping forces, 
seeking to free their coreligionists. Unfortunately, during an attempt by one of 
the rioters to disarm a police officer, one person was killed and two were injured. 


4. As a result of timely action by the governzent, however, the situation has re- 
turned to normal in the Santo Antao zone affected by the criminal activity of these 
individuals. 














5. Whereas agrarian reform is essential to the development of agricultural pro- 
duction and to the building of a society in which men are not ruled by debased 
interests for the benefit of individuals, groups or classes; Aware of its basic 
duty to safeguard, by all means, the conquests of the people, particularly the 
instituted national revolutionary democracy; 


The Government of Cape Verde: 


-- Reiterates its firm decision to proceed with democratic public debate of the 
LBRA draft bill throughout the nation. 


-- Declares its determination to fully assume its responsibilities and to firmly 
exercise the constitutional and legal means to maintain public order and tranquillity 
and to assert the power and authority of the state. 


6. The government, encouraged by the popular masses’ continuing confidence in its 
action, is certain that nothing and no one can halt the path of the Cape Verdian 
people to their goal of progress and social justice. 


Reactionaries Accused

[Text ] What action could the "national" reactionaries take against a measure of 
such vast scope as agrarian reform, which will certainly greatly strengthen grass- 
roots support for the regime? Naturally, the reactionarfes had to oppose agrarian 
reform by every means available, to sabotage anything that could enhance mutual 
trust between the government and the masses, stimulated by participatory democracy. 


Everything indicates that the reactionaries created the incidents in Santo Antao 

in an attempt to thwart public discussion of the draft of the organic law for 
agrarian reform. Two conclusions are possible at this time: the reactionaries are 
losing reputability (which never was their streng point) and ground, abandoning 

the tactic so familiar in recent years of challenging the "wisdom" of draft bills 
(remember the constitution, the electoral law, etc.?) and resorting to bungling 
attempts to impede the discussion process, They even fell into the error of 
violently attacking individuals whose competence, party considerations aside, has 
already been publicly recognized. Such aicacks are common crimes. There is no 
limit to the retrogression of our reactionaries. 


On the other hand, no one today denies the influence of agrarian reform on a revo- 
lution in progress. A regime's reputation is most often based on the way its 
leaders resolve the agrarian issue in a country undergoing change. Cape Verde's 
agrarian reform accurately reflects the balanced approach that has guided the 
direction of the Cape Verdian state since July 1975, deliberately fostering, with 
specific measures and active institutions, the basic trust essential to the continu- 
ation of the changes initiated with national independence. 


This regime, growing in strength, motivated by well-known historical reasons and the 
cause of justice, increasingly evident (agrarian reform is the best example), is 
responsible for seeing that the constitution is respected and for calling to account 











anyone who seeks to challenge our basic law. We do not lack moral authority, 
particularly over those whose colonial past or more recent utter rejection of the 
Cape Verdian nation were disavowed by the Cape Verdian people 7 years ago. 


Meanwhile, the agrarian reform law provides for indemnification of property owners 
affected by the coming expropriations. Since the ringleaders of the riot in Santo 
Antao are landowners, it is quite probable that, despite their licentious acts 
against this regime, the government will be legally obligated to line their pockets 
with part of the funds so laboriously earned by all the people of Cape Verde. 


When life plays such practical jokes on us, we do not have to be philosophers to 
conclude that patience is a great virtue and, for this very reason, difficult to 
practice.

JOINT GUINEA-BISSAU-CAPE VERDIAN NAGUICAVE COMPANY DISSOLVED 


Praia VOZ DI POVO in Portuguese 22 Aug 81 p 12 


[Text] The Government of Cape Verde will assume the assets and liabilities of 
NAGUICAVE. 


NAGUICAVE was dissolved on 30 July, pursuant to a decision of *he extraordinary 
general assembly. 


The resolution was the result of a proposal by the Cape Verdian Government, in 
light of the "absence of the spirit that guided creation of the enterprise, the 
company's financial deficit (about 20 million escudos in 1980) and the climate of 


distrust arising from some insinuations by the Guinea-Bissau delegation" at the 
last extraordinary meeting of NAGUICAVE on 15 June. 


NAGUICAVE was capitalized at 25 million escudos, with Cape Verde and Guinea-Bissau 
controlling equal shares of 48 percent; the remaining 4 percent was held privately 
by 93 Cape Verdians, generally merchants and chandlers. The company was created 
in 1978 and had two 3,000-ton shiys: the "Santo Antao” and the "Ilha de Komo,” 
purchased with a loan from the Bank of Cape Verde. 


A general assembly called for May in Mindelo did not take place because Guinea- 
Bissau did not appear. Another meeting was called in June, also in Mindelo, and 

52 percent of the shareholders voted for the Cape Verdian Government proposal to 
dissolve the enterprise. Later, in an extraordinary general assembly, a series of 
steps to liquidate the company was approved. Since there was no consensus regard- 
ing the objectives of the meeting held in July, again in Mindelo, the Cape Verdian 
Government decided to “take over the assets and liabilities of NACUICAVE, to reassess 
its property (through a technical commission comprising a representative of 
Guinea-Bissau, a Cape Verdian representative and an independent representative) 


and, in accordance with its findings, to proceed to indemification in proportion 
to the number of shares held in the company." 


Meanwhile, according to Omar Lima, secretary general of the Cape Verdian Ministry 
of Transportation and Communications, the "Santo Antao" and the "Ilha de Komo" 


(which are mortgaged to the Bank of Cape Verde) and the rest of the company's equip- 
ment will be administered by a management commission to be created. 


The eight-member delegation from Guinea-Bissau was led by Moussa Djassi, secretary 
general of the Guinea-Bissau Ministry of Transportation. The Cape Verdian delegation 
was led by Commander Herculano Vieira, minister of transportation and .communications. 
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MINDELO SHIPYARDS PROJECT AGREEMENT SIGNED WITH PORTUGAL

[Text] An agreement providing $38 million for construction 
of the port of Mindelo shipyards has finally feen signed 
between the Cape Verdian Government and the joint enter- 
prise CABNAVE. The agreement was signed in the Cape Verdian 
Fmbassy in Lisbon by Osvaldo Lopes da Silva, Cape Verde"s 
minister of economy and finance, and by the Portuguese secre- 
taries of state for the treasury and for industry. 


"According to the findings of the viability study conducted by LISNAVE [Lisbon Ship- 
yards Co], the Matiola shipyard project should be placed within the broader context 
of converting Porto Grande into a base of support for the fishing fleets that oper- 
ate along the coast of western Africa," the Cape Verdian finance minister said, 


Lopes da Silva added: "You will have an idea of the boldmess of such a decision, 
involving the adoption of an entire program, taking in several interconnected studies, 
if you bear in mind that the decision was made only a few months after Cape Verde 
declared its independence, when the spectre of starvation still threatened the very 
existence of the Cape Verdian people.” 


According to the finance minister, thanks to the skill of tke specialists involved 
in the arrangements for the Matiola project and to the tenacity of the Cape Verdian 
worker, the countless problems blocking fulfillment of the project have been overcome. 


The finance minister stressed the part played by the image which Cape Verde has 
managed to create in these 6 years of independence; a small country, with no 
industry, it has nonetheless managed to provide the guarantees to secure the huge 
sum of $38 million "in financing for the project.” 


The Bank of Cape Verde wil! provide $8 million for the project, an indication of 
its importance to our country. 


At the same time, CABMAR signed two contracts: one with the General Savings Bank to 
obtain credit of $12 million, and a $24 million contract with a Portuguese con- 
struction firm for the civil engineering works at the shipyard. Earlier, the General 
Savings Bank opened a line of credit worth $30 million to the Bank of Cape Verde. 


Associated in CABNAVE are the Government of Cape Verde and two forcign firms: 
Portugal's LISNAVE and the Dutch firm Dewaal, which supply the technology.

BALE REGION CLASH REPORT--On 13 October a bitter clash took place between Somali 
Abo liberation forces and the Mengistu regime's forces at (Warka) in Bale region. 
Latest reports from the battlefield say the Somali Abo liberation forces have 
killed 303 soldiers of the fascist Avwdis Ababa regime and wounded many others. 
Other reports from Bale say that more than 3,000 head of cattle, which had been 
previously stolen by the Abyssinian forces from the local people, have been 
returned to their owners by the Somali Abo liberation forces. In the same clash 
155 small arms and heavy weapons were captured from the Abyssinian soldiers. The

LIMANN VISITS SWITZERLAND, CALLS FOR INVESTMENTS 
Balance of Payments Aid

[Text] Switzerland has promised to assist Ghana with balance of payment support 
to help ease Ghana's present financial difficulties. 


According to a GHANA NEWS AGENCY report from Bale, the Swiss Government is also 
ready to help Ghana with a mixed credit given jointly by the Swiss Government 

and a consortium of banks or similar financial institutions. The report quoting 
Ghanaian sources in Bale say the promise for assistance was given after a meeting 
between President Limann and the president, Mr Kurt Furgler. Details of the 
assistance will be worked out later between officials of the two countries. 


The report says during the talk, Dr Limann, who is on a brief official visit to 
that country, emphasized his government's determination to push ahead agriculture 
as its main priority as well as the improvement in the country's roads and trans- 
portation. 


Earlier at a luncheon given in his honor, Dr Limann reiterated his appeal to 
Ghana's friends and well-wishers to avail themselves with the opportunities 
offered by his government to invest in the country. 


Assistance Requested

[Text] President Limann, who is nearing the end of his visit to Switzerland, has 
said that his government is seeking true partnership and not charity in its deal- 
ing with foreign governments and investors. 


At a dinner given in his honor by the Basel City authorities, the president 
observed that in solving Ghana's problems, material assistance from friendly 
countries is very vital. However, such assistance, which helps to bring about 
political and economic stability, is not peculiar to Ghana alone because some 
highly industrialized and prosperous countries had once passed through a similar 
situecion and had to be helped with massive funds from friendly countries before 
they could recover and reconstruct. 

















Earlier at a luncheon given by the Swiss Bank Corporation, President Limann asked 
the bank, one of the big three in the country, to come to Ghana either by itself 
or in concert with other financial institutions. During the visit to the Basel 


mission headquarters, Dr Limann appealed to the mission to step up its medical 
services ‘n Ghana and to help in material terms in the establishment of Ghana's 
University of Agriculture. The president returns to Accra tomorrow.

AFRC CONVICTS ASK FOR PARDON--A group of 12 Armed Forces Revolutionary Council 
(AFRC) convicts has appealed to President Limann to grant them what they called 
unconditional presidential pardon. The appeal was made on behalf of the group 
by former Eastern Regional Commissioner Colonel Takyi when the minister of the 
interior, Mr Jantuah, visited the Usher Fort prisons in Accra as part of a 
familiarization tour of some departments under his ministry. Colone] Takyi told 
the minister that since they have been in detention for more than 2 yearc without 
trial, they will be grateful if the president would use his prerogative of mercy 
to grant them pardon. He said some of the AFRC convicts have been freed by the 
law courts and pointed out that even though genuine concern has heen expressed 
by the government on the protracted delay in hearing the appeal, he and his 
colleagues do not know when judgment will be given. Colonel Takyi thanked the 
government for its statement urging the Supreme Court to expedite action on the 
case. Mr Jantuah assured the convicts that he will convey their appeal to the 
government.

PROJECTS STUDIED BY SDCC TRANSPORTATION COMMISSION REVIEWED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 18 Sep 81 p 8 


[Text] The SATCC (Transportation and Communications Commis- 
sion for Southern Africa), a special agency of the SADCC 
(Conference for Development Coordination in Southern Africa) 
has been maintaining fruitful contacts with various institu- 
tions for the purpose of financing four major projects of 
common interest to Mozambique and Swaziland. 


These projects, presented to the SADCC-2, held at the end of November 1980, in 
Maputo, consist in the rehabilitation of the Machava--Phuzumoya railroad line, the 
expansion of the Lomahasha--Siteki highway, the repair of the Maputo--Boane-- 
Namaacha road, and the expansion of the capacity of the port of Maputo. 








The rehabilitation of the Machava—Phuzumoya railroad line for a distance of 145 
kilometers consists in the replacement of the current railroad ties with new ties 
made of concrete and a portion of the railroad cars. It will also imply some 
realignment of the right of way to prevent the major downgrades especially in the 
zone of Swaziland. 


Alitalia, along with the SATDD, expressed interest in financing the project. A 
specific proposal should be received in Maputo at the end of this month or the 
start of next month. 


The investment for this project has been calculated at about $30 million, of which 
80 percent will be in foreign exchange, It is believed that the work will last 
about 3 years. In accordance with the traffic increase estimates on this line, it 

is expected that 2.8 million tons will be moved in 1990 on this outlet from Swaziland 
to the port of Maputo; this is more than three times the current freight volume. 


The restoration and expansion of the Siteki--Lomahasha road in Swaziland, as well 
as the restoration of the section corresponding to that highway on our territory, 
that is, Maputo--Boane--Namaacha, are two separate projects, submitted to the SADCC 
separately by each of the countries but they are ‘intrinsically linked. 


The African Development Bank, Sweden, and possibly Norway have expressed interest 
in participating in this undertaking. It is expected that a joint delegation will 
arrive shortly in Maputo to discuss aspects relating to financing with the SATDD. 


The section in the territory of the Kingdom of Swaziland, from Lomahasha, at our 
border, to Siteki, is 52 kilometers long. The construction work for a new road on

the basis of the currently existing road has been estimated at about $16.5 million 
and the work is expected to last 3 years. 


The repair of the road on the territory of Mozambique, consisting of 75 kilometers, 
has been estimated -t about $7 million and it should take one year to complete. 


The increase in the capacity of the port of Maputo is of interest to the various 
countries in the hinterland because this is their main outlet. That applies to 
Botswana, Zimbabwe, and other countries, but particularly Swaziland. The overall 
project presented by Mozambique to increase its capacity consists of three under- 
takings. 


One of them involves deepening the access channels leading to the port to permit 
vessels with a capacity of 80,000-100,000 tons to get in. Right now, the conditions 
of the channels do not permit free circulation of vessels with more than 20,000 
tons. 


According to sources close to the SATCC, Belgium has granted a gift for the drafting 
of the project through which discussions will be launched regarding project financ- 

ing. A Belgian delegation is expected to arrive in Maputo during the first week of 

October with whom the contacts intended to work out the project will be finalized. 


Another undertaking to increase the capacity of the port of Maputo-Matola involves 
its provision with the equipment necessary for the construction of a container 
terminal. Various countries have already submitted some financing proposals for 
the acquisition of this equipment. 


A third undertaking consists in the construction of a coal terminal at Matola. The 
work consists in the conversion of the current terminal, enabling it to handle 3.5 
million tons of coal annually, with a possibility of increasing this figure by more 
than 5 million tons if the volume would justify such a step. 


A delegation from a British group is currently in Maputo to discuss this third 
undertaking; a coal purchasing company is included in that delegation. There is 
also an Austrian group which has expressed interest in this project. 


There is vast mineral wealth in Botswana, Swaziland, Zimbabwe, and other countries 
in the region, especially coal and iron, whose exploitation is only awaiting the 
creation of port and transportation conditions that would make this operation 
feasible. Swaziland, for example, expects within 3 years to be exporting about 2 
million tons of coal per year. 


Overall, the undertakings necessary to increase the capacity of the port of Maputo- 
Matola have been budgeted at $183.3 million, 85 percent of which will be in foreign 
exchange. The development of the projects will extend for about 4 years. 


In addition to these projects which are of particular common interest to Mozambique 
and Swaziland, some other undertakings, presented by the government of that neigh- 
boring country, at SADCC-2, have also been the subject of contacts with the Trans- 
portation Commission.

IRRIGATION PLANS FOR SOFALA, ZAMBEZIA, TETE; BEIRA DRAINAGE PROJECT 

Lower Zambeze Irrigation Project 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 6 Sep 81 p l

[Text] A planning study is in progress for the Lower Zambeze region, more precise- 
ly, Marromeu, Mopeia, Caia, Mutarara and Morrumbala, to select a total area of 
210,000 hectares for irrigation. 


The full study for the systemization of the hydrographic resources of the Lower 
Zambeze should be delivered by the end of this year. 





Covering Sofala, Zambezia and Tete provinces, the systemization project is the 
responsibility of BUREP (Office of Project Studies), a department of the National 
Water Directorate. 


Marromeu is the largest of the four zones already marked out for inclusion in the 
irrigation project, taking up an area of 60,000 hectares, followed by Mopeia and 
Mutarara, with 45,000 hectares apiece, and finally the zones of Caia and 
Morrumbela, with 30,000 hectares apiece. 


The implementation of the Lower Zambeze project will be accelerated with the Cahora 
Bassa electric power connection 3 years from now. This includes a 220-kv power 
line from Songo to Caia and a 110-kv line from Caia to Morromeu. 


Speaking about the progress to date, Engineer Stoyer, director of BUREP, said there 
had been problems ever sirce the project was begun a year ago, because there were 
no basic topographic surveys of the region. 


What is available now is only on a scale of 1/50,000, which is inadequate for major 
projects. To minimize the problem, the competent agencies have been asked to pro- 
vide surveys on a scale of 1/20,000--for the preliminary planning—-and of 1/5,000 
for the definitive projects. 


The first phase of s ystemization of the Lower Zambeze includes basic soil and 
hydrological studies, which should be concluded by the end of this year. 
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Following this, in addition to several other extremely important activities, the 
project to construct a flood control dike will be initiated. According to the 
first estimates, the dike will be 50 meters wide and about 3 meters deep. 


Significance of Project 


According to Engineer Stoyov, the systemization of the Lower Zambeze has enormous 
social significance. For example, in the Marromeu zone, half the irrigated area is 
to be used to grow cane, and another sugar plant should be installed. The remain- 
ing 30,000 hectares will be made availabie to integrated livestock and agroindus- 
trial complexes and cooperatives. The idea is to make the region one of the poles 
of socioeconomic development in the country. 


The BUREP director feels the possibilities for progress are greater in that the 
region now has a better show of infrastructures. 


Citing some more notable examples, he said: "There are some factories in Caia, 
There is the bridge crossing the Zambeze River, the power line that passes through 
the region, the Central-Northeast highway, the Beira Moatize rail line...." 


Vailure of Drainage Project

[Text] The drainage project for the city of Beira, commonly known as Project IR/2, 
is virtually doomed to failure. Among the reasons cited for this failure is the 
lack of awareness among certain members of the City Commission and the Executive 
Council of the City of Beira assigned to the project, as well as its technical 
concept, since it was essentially designed on paper. 


Project IR/2 is basically aimed at controlling rain water by means of floodgates 
and, at the same time, adapting marshhand for agricultural activities. With its 
failure, the country stands to lose vast sums of money; almost 50,000 contos ob- 
tained from a foreign source have already been spent. 


Initiated in 1977, Project IR/2 came about as a result of another project intro- 
ducing a system of trenches, built by "Tamega," to improve the living conditions 
of the residents of the capital of Sofala Province, particularly affected by the 
fact that the city is situated at sea level. 


According to Joao Gomes, project director for the Provincial Directorate of 
Agriculture in Sofala, if the project fails, about 59,000 people who could benefit 
from sacks of rice will be deprived, not to mention the health hazard which the 
stagnant water represents for the inhabitants of this urban center.

CONSTRUCTION STUDENTS IN GDR-~Berlin,15 September.-At this time, 31 Mozambican 
youths are being trained in the construction materials industry at the Zehdeninck 
Brickworks, in northeast Berlin, capital of the GDR. They will be ready to work in 
construction within 4 years. Starting in June, they have been acquiring knowledge 
in the scientific and polytechnical fields .n the German language. Their ages vary 
between 18 and 25 and they were first familiarized with the way of life in the GDR, 
for better school integration. soing to the movies, sports competitions in the 
hotel, and visits to historicai places in the city helped the young Mozambicans 
fill out their spare time and to feel at home. Tomas Chacata, secretary of the OJM 
{Mozambique Youth Organization] of the group told the official GDR news agency that 
his colleagues in the factory and the inhabitants of the city were very nice and 
helped them get used to the environment. "We already have contact with athletic 
clubs in the factory and a few of us are already engaging in sports in the clubs. 
We already feel at home in Zehdeninck,” he added. During a solidarity meeting 
organized by a group of journalists in the neighboring city of Granses, the young 
students had an opportunity to present some Mozambican musical numbers and cultural 
aspects to the audience.

POWER SUBSTATION PROJECT--Beira (Delegation) —The construction of substations on 
the north-central electric power line in Tete, Caia, and Mocuba, in the provinces 
of Sofala, Tete, and Zambezia, respectively, will be started next November. Mis- 
cellaneous material has already come in from abroad (Italy and France) for the 
first phase of line installation. This information was issued by Professor Masi 
Franco, of SAE, the Italian firm with which Mozambique signed a contract to handle 
this project. Professor Masi Franco, who is in charge of the assembly of these 
substations, revealed that, right now, the work on putting in the foundations is in 
an advanced stage; this is a part of the program to start the entire project. 

Under the terms of the contracts signed with the supplier enterprise, miscellaneous 
equipment items, which arrived at Beira, from Italy and France, including 76 "Land 
Cruiser" cars, 38 "Mercedes Benz," four bulldozers, five cranes, four excavators, 
and six "Mercedes" trucks, plus logistics material. This entire equipment is in a 
local warehouse where it is being assembled, after which it will be shipped to the 
various work sites. The next shipment of equipment destined for the north-central 
line is scheduled to arrive in Beira during the second half of October ou a "roll- 
on-roll-of£" vessel, as planned. The north-central line, which carries energy from 
Cahora-Bassa to various points throughout the country, was one of the big under- 
takings of this decade from the viewpoint of, in the future, permitting the rapid 
development of the agribusiness projects. This grid will actually supply the

INTERNATIONAL MACHINATIONS FOR CONTROL OF COUNTRY SEEN 
‘Underworld’ Involvement

[Text] Today or tomorrow, West German and American involvement entailing millions 
of raad in development projects in Basterland may take final shape during the 
most delicate of the delicate negotiations involving internal policy. This 
Gordian knot has already been cut abroad. 


In the process, shadowy figures from the American underworld who have pinned their 
hopes on a SWAPO victory, have now joined the Greeks under the pretext that "they 
have connections.” Their point of departure is that if SWAPO fails to win then 
the Democratic Turnhalle Alliance should not win either and a third group should 
walk off with South-West Africa/Namibia. 


This revealing information came from breakaways who had gone along with the 
planners of the NCDM [National Coalition for a Democratic Namibia] and then quit. 
Some of them say that they really live in fear of "Mafia" retaliation and there- 
fore they refuse to give their names. 


Some of these breakaways from the once loose coalition admit that the coalition's 
aims may have changed quite a bit from the initial London contacts. However, 
they fail to see how the main targets (the rich resources of the South-West) can 
ever be relinquished. 


The mere fear of such foreign domination over the interests of South-West 
Africa/Namibia induced most of them to pull out, while only three recognized 
internal parties (the Liberators of Capt Hams Diergaart, the Liberal Party of 

A. J. F. Kloppers and the NPPN [National Progressive Party of Namibia] of Johannes 
Kuraihe) are trying to cling to the alliance. 


The lure for recruitment was a sum equal to $128,000.00 and it is a certain 
"professor" Mburumba Kerina (Getsen), an exile from South-West Africa/Namibia, 
who wields control over this sum. According to the original agreement each 
member party would get 6,000.00 rand upon joining. 


As the American involvement in the coalition declined, Greece came to realize 


that SWAPO is a losing horse in the politics of the South-West. A hasty change 
of procedure was then made in the Greek approach and in the process the rest of 
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the coalition was absorbed by the American one. This led to the involvement of 
characters such as Jack Summers and George Osserman. 


However, Greece is setting the entire country as a precondition, meaning...up to 
now it has been the biggest stick in the spokes of the coalition to be established, 
because considering the Liberal Party, the Liberators and the NPPN, these are 
simply factions of three of South-West Africa/Namibia population groups. But, 

the politically astute Kerina is coming out with the pretentious claim that he 
enjoys large and influential Herero support. 


The efforts of the founders is also aimed at being able to exercise control over 
the country's government, being able to have a rather free hand in the gambling 
houses and actually have a sole voice over minerals (especially diamonds). They 
also want basic business rights in newly developed towns. 


In their meticulous planning, the founders of the NCDN have been carefully 
observing the moves of the South-West's politicians so as to save money. Thus 
there have been efforts to make contact with the emissaries of South-West 
Africa/Namibia in London, New York and Geneva. 


This also explains the presence of “professor™ Kerina at the conference on the 
South-West in Geneva. 


‘Athens Connection’

[Text] Shock and confusion over the realization that SWAPO will never win the 
armed conflict over South-West Africa/Namibia was one of the motives ior the 
Athens connection in the politics of the South-West. Thus here, from the heart 
of Greece, the contemplation of controlling the region's diamond fields became 
one of the main driving motives behind the founding of the National Coalition 
for a Democratic Namibia. 


The very circumspect Capt Hans Diergaart, chief of the Liberators, flatly refused 
to give an inkling concerning the negotiations at the homefront yesterday, 
"because that would spoil everything.” But he did sketch out some breakthroughs 
achieved by the Rehoboth government in the two countries involved. 


What this involves is the entire agricultural industry of Rehoboth, the conversion 
of the Tsumis Agricultural College to the level and status of a university, the 
construction of a gigantic dam and the building of a cement and glass factory. 


While Captain Diergaart did not wish to mention a word about the present negotia- 
tions, or with whom these are being conducted, he promised to shed light on this 
in a few days in the course of a press conference of the Rehoboth government. 


He described the development help promised by outside countries as a breakthrough 
for the whole of South-West Africa/Namibia. "Nobody else has yet made so much 
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progress and in the cases of West Germany and the United States both governments 
were notified before the possibilities assumed greater proportions." 


As far as he is concerned, he is satisfied that there .« absolutely nothing wanting 
with the conditions with which the aid will be granted. "This is a healthy basis 
in every respect." 


With respect to West German help, he said that the entire agricultural indwvstry 
of Rehoboth stands to benefit. He even mentioned the possibility that Tsum‘s 
College can be converted into a university. Some of the possibilities mentioned 
by the West German developers is the dispatching of professors who have been 
separated from their positions. 


In addition, West Germany has promised making available an engineer to the 
Rehoboth government for the purpose of planning and developing a large dam. 


"However, we know our place in South-West Africa/Namibia and we want the project 
to be undertaken with the consensus of everybody. It is obvious that the help 
will be granted when the voutside countries know that there stands nothing in their 
way of granting it. If this cannot be attained, such a situation can become a 
stumbling block." 


With respect to American help, Captain Diergaart said that this involves the 
erection of a cement and glass factory in Basterland and progress in this matter 


has gone as far as a feasibility study. 


According to Captain Diergaart, the same requirements that apply to West German 
involvement also apply to the Americans.

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STRATEGIC STUDIES INSTITUTE CALLS FOR POLITICAL SOLUTION IN NAMIBIA

[Text] In a documentary under the title of "Operation Protea" the Institute for 
Strategic Studies of the University of Pretoria states that a political solution for 
South-West Africa/Namibia is absolutely necessary and the hope is being expressed 
that now, after South Africa's incursion in Angola, this will receive more support. 


The document reads as follows: 


Worldwide international reaction to South Africa's military measures in Angola has 
tended to leave an important aspect of it in the background and the aspect is the 
reason why an action on this scale was actually necessary. 


It has also tended to ignore the fact that South Africa knowingly took certain poli- 
tical and military risks, not for its sake, but rather for the sake of the security 
of the inhabitants of South-West Africa/Namibia. 


Continuous attacks on the civilians of South-West Africa/Namibia and the injudicious 
use of landmines makes it clear that SWAPO is basically not involved in a war against 
the security forces of South-West Africa/Nemibia, but in a terrorist campaign against 
the local population. 


The first duty of any government is to take care of the security of the inhabitants 
of its country. 


Weapons 


The fact that SWAPO operates from bases in southern Angola makes it necessary that 
the building up of such bases be prevented. 


In a strategic sense, the attack on these bases must be regarded as a combination of 
preventive and retaliatory action as well as an effort to discourage future terror- 
ist actions of this nature. 


Th confiscation of terrorist weapons, propaganda material, terrorist plans and docu- 
ments is a secondary matter. 


The instaliation of missiles and radar for the purpose of preventing attacks on SWAPO 
bases also necessitates preventive actions. 








A situation has arisen much like the one in Lebanon with Israel stating that it can- 
not condone missile installations intended for the protection of PLO camps in Lebanon 
and restraining Israel's freedom of action against these camps. 


Retaliation 


Although the measures of the security forces are not of the "hit and run" type in the 
strictest sense of the word, it is a part of the legal international system of retal- 
iation and self-defense and more specifically, preventive self-defense. 


The requirements for self-defense in this sense of the word includes proportional and 
quick withdrawal. 


The necessity has already been demonstrated. As far as the proportionality is con- 
cerned, the fact that the attack on the SWAPO bases was of greater magnitude than 

the previous attacks is largely due to the promises of military aid to SWAPO by FAPLA 
and Cuban forces. 


South African security forces had to make an effort aimed at fending off interference 
from those forces because the idea was not to get involved in a regular skirmish. 


Aims 


South Africa has repeatedly stated that the measures were aimed against SWAPO and 
not against Angola itself, 


The withdrawal of South African and South-West African forces was also begun immedi- 
ately after the completion of the operation against SWAPO. This has put an end to 
rumors that South Africa was invading Angola and also the rumors that South Africa 
is trying to set up a UNITA government in southern Angola. 


UNITA's campaign is aimed at the MPLA and that of South Africa against SWAPO. The 
aims of South Africa and those of UNITA are, therefore, entirely different. 


It is very clear that the MPLA-government is very sensitive about the UNITA problem. 
Resistance 


The fact that the South African security forces can undertake action in Angola at 
will shows the lack of MPLA control in the south and also illustrates the inability 
of the MPLA to control UNITA. 


It would appear that the MPLA is presenting the argument that UNITA's resistance will 
fade out as soon as South-West Africa/Namibia becomes independent and especially if 
there is a SWAPO government in South-West Africa/Namibia. 


To a certain degree this explains why the MPLA is supporting SWAPO. It is clear 
that South Africa is running political and military risks by attacking SWAPO bases 
in Angola. Above all, political condemnation entails not only implications with 
respect to a settlement of the South-West Africa question, but also with respect to 
South Africa's international image. 
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Determined 


The fact that South Africa is willing to run these risks is an indication of the 
importance being attached to the security of the inhabitants of South-West Africa. 


Although it is being emphasized that counterinsurgency is 80 percent political and 
20 percent military, military actions are necessary. 


Political solutions are not rendered any easier by the decision of the UN General 
Assembly in accepting SWAPO as the actual and true representative of the people of 
South-West Africa/Namibia., 


The frontline states and the OAU in particular appear to be determined to see a 
SWAPO government. The question is whether a revolutionary group is entirely inter- 
ested in an election. 


De lay 


In connection with this, the guideline of a well-known revolutionary reads: In a 
revolutionary situation the "joke of an election and the so-called political situa- 
tion" must be rejected and violence aggravated, 


Military action against and by SWAPO cannot, in itself, bring an end to the problem 
of terrorism and settle the South-West Africa independence question. 


However, the longer a political solution is delayed the greater the risk that the 
military struggle will be aggravated. 


Therefore, a political solution is necessary and it is to be hoped that this will 
receive more support after the recent incursion into Angola, although the short-term 
result of the incursion could be a hardening of international attitude.

REALISTIC COMMENTS ON DIFFICULTIES CONFRONTING SETTLEMENT

SWA Question Cuts Much Deeper"] 


[Text] The South-West Africa question has again taken the headlines as a result of 
two events. 


First, the South African military actions against SWAPO bases in Angola has, as could 
have been expected, evoked sharp international reaction and secondly, South Africa 
has been denied a speaking turn in a UN debate over this affair. 


In a certain sense, the South-West Africa affair has many implications which range 
further than the fact that a terrorist war is being waged by SWAPO. 


In reality the OAU, the UN General Assembly and the "frontline states" have essenti- 
ally committed themselves to a SWAPO victory in South-West Africa. On top of it all, 
Angola seems to be reasoning that UNITA will disappear as a movement if there is a 
SWAPO government in South-West Africa. 


This situation, as well as the fact that SWAPO often creates the impression that 
they are basically not interested in elections, has naturally created suspicions in 
South Africa regarding the possibility of a free election in South-West Africa. Yet 
South Africa has committed itself to an internationally acceptable settlement in 
South-West Africa and the question is how to bring this about. 


Before it is possible to obtain an agreement on the practical implementation of an 
independence election, it is, of course, important that the climate for a settlement 
exist. The problem in connection with this certainly arises from the continued 

SWAPO attacks on the civilians of South-West Africa, the United Nations attitude, 
which makes things more difficult, and the South African attacks on SWAPO bases, 
which have evoked sharp criticism, even though this is a necessary aspect of counter- 
insurgency. 


In a sense, it is doubtful that a completely favorable climate could ever be created 
for an independence election. To a degree, this comes down to making the best of a 
bad situation and under these circumstances make an attempt at finding a satisfac- 
tory solution. 
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To be truthful, it is also possible to have an ideal election situation in a state 
of revolution: The revolutionary group will often be inclined to prevent an elec- 
tion for as long as possible and often take part in the election under strong pres- 
sure; the group will try to maintain its military position of strength by prolonging 
its warfare as much as possible, even after a cease~fire agreement...as was the case 
after the Lancaster-House deliberations...and thus the danger of intimidation during 
the election is great. 


Besides creating a favorable climate for an election, there is, therefore, the addi- 
tional problem of an effective cease-fire and of the overseeing of the election. 


But even the situation which could possibly arise after an independence election is 
a factor. If there is no prior agreement on the guidelines of an independence con- 
stitution and the victorious side sets up its own constitution, then, for example, 
the guarantees for the minority groups could be ignored. 


On the other hand, constitutional guarantees are not always an absolute factor and 
there are many constitutions in Africa which have already been suspended. 


There is another question and that is whether a revolutionary group will accept an 
election defeat and be willing to be allowed to take part in the political process 
as an opposition party along normal channels. Should a revolutionary party win an 
election, then the question arises as to what its orientation will be after the 
election. If such a group has been receiving support from the communist bloc, there 
will, of course, be pressure on the group to adopt a pro-Russian or a pro-Chinese 
orientation. Moreover, for the purpose of complying with certain expectations from 
their supporters, the revolutionaries will be inclined to latch onto socialist solu- 
tions for confronting economic problems. 


To a large extent, all these factors are thus also related to the situation in South- 
West Africa. The problem is finding a middle course between what will seem to be 
conceding to international pressures and terrorist demands and a situation where 
there is no willingness to settle. 


This is, to a certain measure, the essence of the problem. Revolutionaries really 
have no interest in a peaceful political settlement and it is exactly for this rea- 
son that it is so difficult to find the conditions within which a political solution 
could be reached promptly. 


However, this must continue to be the objective, because the alternative is a mili- 
tary "solution" which on the long run could hardly be a real solution.

COMMENTARIES ON INDEPENDENCE, COUNTRY'S STATUS 

Progress Toward Independence

[Text] Each of the South-West's administrators general have, in a very special way 
managed and helped a particular phase of the South-West's becoming a self-governing 
state. 


Judge M. T. Steyn came here to establish the administrator general's authority and 
led the country through the first general election to the point where today's Con- 
stitutional Assembly can convert its wishes into law and practice via the administra- 
tor general. 


Dr Gerrit Viljoen, in turn, came to grapple with the constitutional machinery and, 
in Proclamation AG-8, establish a workable constitution for an interim order of 
things against the background of both the Turnhalle deliberations and the develop- 
ments which followed them. As a result of this, the paperwork for the government 
system was tabled. One of the logical outcomes from this was that the Ministerial 
Council could be ordained with the result that the country took a great step forward 
on the way to self-government. 


Then it was Danie Hough, the present administrator general, who took over. Procla- 
mation AG-8 had to be brought to its realization. 


Among the things necessary for this was the holding of elections for representative 
authorities. This has been accomplished. Now, along with the central government, 
it has been possible to bring about the appropriate functioning of the second level 
authority machinery. 


Also, finally the point has been reached where the central government can be provided 
with alli the powers it needs to be able to conduct complete home rule. 


This step has been taken in a calm and peaceful manner after the ship of state had 

to go through stormy waters in the course of past years. Therefore, the step which 
has been taken is by no means a small one. In a certain sense this is the prudent 

fulfillment of a long process. 
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From here on the South-West will be governing itself, with the administrator general 
in the position of chief of state and, as far as this function is concerned, it too 
has entered a new phase...inevitably the last step before independence. 


The fact that from now on we will be holding the reins of the executive authority 
entails simultaneously several achievements of dignity the most important of which 
are: 


1. South Africa and its administrator general in the South-West have shown, visibly 
and by experience, that there are no South African desires for forcing the South 
African stamp of approval on the South-West's internal decisions. 





2. South Africa and the administrator general (its proxy) retain authority only 
over those matters concerning which, because of their international character, the 
South-West may not at this time have any decisionmaking rights, namely, managing 
foreign affairs and making constitutional amendments. 


With respect to the country's security it is obvious that the South-West's government 

cannot accept authority over the South African forces and, moreover, that the South- 

West's security is the responsibility of South Africa. This speaks clearly of South 

Africa's honesty, even vis-a-vis the outside world, in its declared policy of attain- 

ing a settlement through negotiations. 


From now on those who want to talk to the real South-West will be fools for not want- 
ing to talk with the government of the South-West. The story that this government 

is not being recognized because the election through which its members were appointed 

is not being recognized by the international community, simply does not hold up... 

since, for example, Angola's MPLA-government is being recognized while no elections 

of any kind have been held there! 

3. Within the South-West it will have to be clear to our population that from now | 

on our Ministerial Council is our day-to-day government with respect to all govern- 


ment matters pertaining to first level government. 


It is against this background that we will now continue to move forward on the road 
to responsible government, self-determination and independence. 


In Defense of Country's Status

[Text] The South-West's relationship to South Africa continues to turn up in the 
international struggle in which this region has been placed. 


We who have been born and bred into this relationship realize only too well that this 
is no simple and uncomplicated relationship. 


Many South-Westerners are bound to South Africa through bonds of blood, culture and 
history, but in no way does this apply only to a large group of the South-West's 
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whites. Many of the coloreds also fall under this category; there are also the 
Tswanas whose cultural world extends from the eastern region of the South-West, 
through Botswana, to deep into the Transvaal and other South African regions and 
there are the Basters whose historical past goes back to the old Cape Colony. 


Incidentally, for the sake of presenting the entire picture, mention must also be 
made of the fact that there are other population groups of the South-West who have 
special ties with other nations of southern Africa. Thus the Hereros have a large 
number of national comrades living in Botswana since the early part of this century. 
One hundred kilometers from there the Kunene River cuts through the Owahimbas (these 
are also Hereros) who are dispersed through Kaokoland and South-West Angola and more- 
over there is the border between Ovamoland and Angola which, like a sort of Berlin 
Wall, cuts across a people...and a great segment of it. 


These sorts of ties between people and family groups and between subsections of na- 
tions belong to another field than the one with which international’ bystanders might 
try to tamper. 


Consequently, economically and strategically, the South-West is most closely (and 
obviously) bound to its strong neighbor to the south. 


But the South-West and South Africa are strongly allied even from an outlook of life 
point of view: They want to be democracies, they want a Christian input in their 
government, they stand for free trade, they are unconditionally anticommunist and 
they want to see southern Africa grow in prosperity. Their ties are healthy and de- 
fensible. 


But the foregoing is one side of the story. The other side appears different. How 
often are charges like the following being made? 


"Your leaders are puppets of the South African government." 


"Your leaders are more interested in the well-being of South Africa than that of 
South-West Africa." 


"The Turnhalle ideals and their adaptations thereafter are South African inventions." 
"The system you advocate is an extension of apartheid." 


"Your ties to South Africa make it impossible to defend you abroad; you render us 
powerless; you are making fools of the Western countries." 


..-and so on and so forth. 
How must we defend ourselves against these charges?...and defense is necessary for 


the sake of ourselves, for the sake of South Africa and for the sake of the Western 
World. 


Our leaders are no puppets, no handymen and no agents, The mocto of our leaders is 
"South-West first!" Our new order in the South-West is no clever South African ploy 
to have apartheid go on under a new aspect; moreover, it was never conceived by South 
Africa, but strictly by us and only by our leaders during the lengthy Turnhalle de- 
liberations. 
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As far as policy and practice are concerned South Africa and the South-West are each 
following their own independent road. 


It is necessary to set forth the truth in an impartial manner for the sake of South 
Africa which has given this freedom of action to the South-West in good faith, for 
the sake of our honest intentions for building a special and unique order in the 
South-West, and for the sake of a general clarification of the variegated relations 
which fluctuate from points of conformity and agreement to points of divergency and 
difference. 


This is because all the games would not be worth the candle if the South-West's in- 

dependence were necessarily to be interpreted as a local arrangement for officious- 

ness to South Africa, and they would be worth just as little as the good which could 
portent for South-West Africa in either a cold or a hot war against South Africa.

HOUSING OF SOUTH AFRICAN EMBASSY IN SOUTH-WEST HOUSE DISCUSSED 
Windhoek REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaans 14 Sep 81 p 3 


[Text] Consideration is being given to setting up office spaces in the same premises 
where the South-West House is now located and the plan is to turn the entire complex 
into a South African embassy in South-West Africa/Namibia once independence is achiev- 
ed. 


John Viall, the chief director of the Office of the Administrator General, told the 
REPUBLIKEIN that this matter is still under study and this is being done in consul- 
tation with South Africa. 


Under normal circumstances, the residence of the ambassador is usually in other prem- 
ises than the embassy, but there are countries in which both are housed in the same 
premises. As far as security is concerned this is achieved easier when the two are 
located in the same premise. 


Last week, as the representative of South Africa, the administrator general took up 
residence in the South-West Africa House and will reside there until independence. 
South Africa has bought these premises. On a previous occasion South Africa also 
bought the Berg Hotel complex where the offices of the administrator general are now 
located. 


It was originally believed that this complex would become the embassy's complex after 
independence. It is possible that South Africa will now sell the Berg Hotel complex 
back to South-West Africa/Namibia. 


According to a statement by Attorney Viall there is already an agreement in principle 
between South AFrica and the White Representative Authority concernfag the South-West 
House. 


If South Africa now sells the Berg Hotel complex, at least a dozen offices will be 
needed for the personnel of the administrator general.

MINISTER GIVES DETAILS OF FISCAL YEAR 1982 BUDGET 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 23 Sep 81 pp 3, 4 


[Excerpts] The budget for the fiscal year 1982 is 93,853,819,000 francs and in- 
cludes an endowment for the general budget from the National Investment Fund of 29 
billion francs. There has been an increase of 13,229,344 francs, or 16.41 percent, 
over the original 1981 budget. The annex budget for the export of public works 
material has been set at 1,999,462,000 francs. 


We must remember that this budget has been adopted at a time of falling uranium 
prices, on the one hand, and high interest rates and a strong dollar on the other. 
A priori, it seems surprising that such an increase was approved, given the often 
mentioned difficulties of the present economic situation. 


The explanation is as follows: 
1. Debt-servicing has risen by 8 billion; 


2. The remaining 5 billion increase reflects operating costs which cannot be cut. 
Given the present economic climate, the steps adopted by the government in deciding 
on these figures are mainly meant to contain operating costs. To justify the in- 
crease in the budget, we must tell the citizens of Niger that we cannot afford to 
halt the implementation of certain projects in the sectors of Schools, Health, 
Rural Development, and Hydraulic Engineering. 


For this reason, so as to ensure continuity in these projects, the State of Niger 
has received a subsidy from a friendly Arab country. 


Let us see how the amount mentioned at the beginning of this article was arrived 
at. 


Revenue Forecasting 


I must inform the public that fiscal measures have been adapted to implement cer- 
tain recommendations of the fiscal reform commission. These measures are designed 
to simplify trends in real estate taxes by deducting a number of taxes while main- 
taining tax revenues at their present level. Two taxes have been dropped: that on 
net income from properties built at a rate of 5 percent and the tax on the rental 
value of professional premises at a 2.5 percent rate. 
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At the same time, the real estate tax of properties already built goes from 20 to 
25 percent and professional licenses duties are raised from 10 to 12.5 percent. 
These two increases offset the elimination of the two above-mentioned taxes. 


In the case of licenses it was a spirit of equity and yield that prevailed. These 
duties have not changed in 10 years, nor have the limits in this field. Turnover: 
we should perhaps recall that these are state taxes turned over to local communi- 
ties. Among the new provisions we should also stress those regarding insurance 
companies formed as corporations with capital, which are authorized to deduct 35 
percent of their credits acquired but not collected. It is a question of adapting 
practice to legislation. 


Having reviewed the main features of the fiscal measures adopted, let us consider 
the State's resources in 1982. The following division of receipts is expected (in 
francs) : 


—-Fiscai receipts: 61.552 billion, or 65.5 percent of the budget; 
--Miscellaneous products: 10,812,341,000, or 11.5 percent of the budget; 
-—-Exceptional resources: 21,489,478,000, or 23 percent of the budget. 


Tax revenues are still the State's chief source of revenue this year. Neverthe- 
less there is an increase of 3.47 percent this time, whereas in 1981 the increase 
was only 0.5 percent. If we analyze the details of tax receipts according to the 
nature of the tax concerned, we note that direct taxes have gone from 15.375 bil- 
lion francs in 1981 to 12.58 billion in 1982, with a decrease of 2.795 billion 
francs. Indirect taxes go from 15,930,249,000 francs to 16.97 billion francs, 
with an increase of 1,039,751,000 francs. Customs receipts go from 25,029,596,000 
francs to 28.15 billion francs, with an increase of 3,120,304,000 francs. Regis- 
try fees go from 3.135 billion to 3.835 billion, an increase of 700 million francs. 


This can be explained as follows: 


The decrease in direct taxes is mainly the result of taxes on industrial or trade 
profits. Mining companies do not expect profits, so their taxes, which were 4.2 
billion under this heading in 1981, will be missing in 1982. Nevertheless, this 
drop is offset by measures regarding the yield from existing taxes, including the 
tax on salaries and wages, the general income tax, the rental tax and the appren- 
ticeship tax. Indirect taxes increase mainly because of the turnover tax. The in- 
crease in customs receipts is a result of inflation and seems perfectly feasible. 
As for registry fees, this is all part of registry fee receipts. We should point 
out the drop in the tax on real estate income, which is above all a result of the 
failure of mining companies to distribute dividends. 


Let us return to miscellaneous budget items. They drop by 43.58 percent. In 

1981 they benefited from a 5.25 billion contribution from the uranium reserve fund, 
and from the extraordinary reveme of 8.5 billion francs. In 1982 there is no re- 
maining entry from the reserve fund. We should also note the decrease in the in- 
come from real estate belonging to the State; the main part of dividends comes 

from the exploitation of uranium mines. 
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We must now consider forecasts for expenditures. The amount of expenditures fore- 
seen is naturally the same as total receipts. I wish to point out that the 
measures adopted by the government to arrive at the amount for expenditures are 
very old. Unavoidable expenditures have been basically retained, given the growth 
in the public debt. Operating expenses are practically extended, the State has 
not planned on recruiting more auxiliary personnel, and will only hire staff al- 
ready planned for. 


The overall picture of expenditures is as follows, in francs: 

--The public debt: 16,641, 455,000, or 17.73 percent of the total budget. 
--government: 465,890,000, or 0.5 percent of the total budget; 

--Means of services: 37,286, 210,100, or 39.73 percent of the total budget; 

There is therefore an increase in public aid and a decrease in public interventions. 
The analysis of various expenditures will make it possible to identify the reasons 
for certain differences between 1981 and 1982 more easily. 

Thus the public debt has gone from 8,738,512,000 to 16,641,455,000, an increase of 
7,902,943,000 francs. Public works has gone from 438,775,000 to 465,890,000, an 
increase of 27,115,000 francs. 

Services have gone from 32,326,281,000 to 37,286,210, an increase of 4,959,929,000 
francs. Public interventions have gone from 39,120,907,000 to 39,460,264 thousand, 
an increase of 339,357,000. 

The products of the government and public interventions have hardly varied. The 
products of public aide have increased by 7,902,943,000, and those of services by 
4,959 ,929,000 francs. 

The increase in the public debt is an accentuation of a trend already noted in the 
past, and reflects the simultaneous presence of two factors, namely important dead- 
lines and the rise in the dollar and high interest rates. 


An analysis of projected expenditures according to their nature gives the follow- 
ing results: 


--Personnel for 1981: 19,127,986,000; 

--1982: 23,064,541,000; 

--Material: 8,855,075,000 in 1981; 10,333,344,000 in 1982; 
--Transportation: 3,576,424,000 in 1981; 3,616,435,000 in 1982; 
--Housing: 732,780,000 in 1981; 737,280,000 in 1982. 


The increase in personnel credits is large. There are many reasons for this. For 
the credit of material, the only increases are for the ministries of National 
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Education, Health, National Defense, the Interior, and Rural Development, as well 
as the grants division of the Planning Ministry. These measures prove, if there 


is any need for proof, the government's wish to follow an even stricter austerity 
policy than in the past. 


Stability is relative, public interventions can be explained by the retention of 26 
billion of the allocation of the National Investment Fund. Nevertheless, credits 
for training, grants for intermediate training, increase by 75 million francs.

[Text] Authorities of the Federal government-owned National Root Crops Re- 
search Institute (NRCR) at Umudike, near Umuahia, in Imo State, have expressed 
concern over the declining yam production in the country. 


They have warned that un*ess Nigerian farmers could show enough interest in 
yam production, a time would come when yam would no longer be within the reach 
of the poor. 


In a bulletin issued out from the institution titled: "Yam research, a foun- 
dation for Green Revolution" the researchers wondered why the farmers in 
Nigeria could only produce a total of 10 million tonnes of yams yearly. 


The researchers however observed that, apart from the lack of interest in the 
production of yam by farmers, yam production had failed to catch up with food 
crops because "planting materials ar: insufficient and scarce." Labour cost 

of production is high." "Diseases and pests damage crops, both in field and 

storage." "Storage losses are high." 


The bulletin further indicated that the institute was making the serious efforts 
in educating Nigerian farmers on modern methods of yam production. The author- 
ities of the institute have therefore appealed to the various state ministries 
of agriculture, to assist the institute, by ensuring that farmers in the rural 
area were informed of the modern methods of yam production as designed by the 
institute. 


The bulletin emphasised that “researches on yam at the National Root Crops 
Research Institute formed the base for the successful implementation of the 
Green Revolution programme, this would bridge the gap between the supply and 
demand for yam and also to save yam-based industries in Nigeria from closing

RICE PRODUCTION TO BE ADEQUATE BY NEXT YEAR

[Text] The Minister of Agriculture, Alhaji Ibrahim Gusau, has predicted that 
Nigeria would be self-sufficient in rice production by next year. 


He made the prediction while opening a four-day national seminar on the "green 
revolution," at the Ahmadu Bello University's Institute of Education, Zaria. 


Alhaji Ibrahim said: "The implementation of our green revolution is now in 
full swing." 


The national programme for boosting rice production took off early this year. 


He said that by next year, when all machinery and processing equipment ordered 
would be functioning fully, rice production would be increased by at least 150,000 
tonnes yearly, until self-sufficiency was achieved. 


Priority 


Alhaji Ibrahim also emphasised that priority attention would be given to the 
production of maize, cassava and guinea corn. 


Programmes for the rehabilitation of major cash crops, especially cotton, 
cocoa, groundnuts, rubber and oil palm, would also be vigorously pursued, he 
announced, 


Under the groundnut rehabilitation programme, more than N7.5 million had been 
spent on the purchase of seeds, sprayers, chemicals and other inputs and large 
plantations have been established. 


Twenty-one oil palm processing mills are to be established in strategic places 
in the oil-palm belt, the minister said. Five of these would be big industrial 
mills to be lecated in oil palm estates in Cross River, Bendel, Ondo and Imo 
states. 


Alhaji Ibrahim commended the "vital role" of the river basin development author- 
ities in the successful implementation of the "green revolution" programme. 


He also spoke of plans to boost livestock agriculture, saying grazing reserves 
were being established in Borno, Bauchi, Gongola and Kaduna, states, while 
ranches were being built or improved in Oyo, Ogun, Ondo, Borno and Bauchi states.

ANTI-IGBO RIOT IN GBOKO--Many people have been reported killed and property 
worth thousands of naira destroyed in Gboko, near Otukpo in Benue State. A 
dusk-to-dawn curfew has been imposed in the town and some squads of the anti- 
riot policemen drafted to the area to impose peace. The situation is a result 
of a bloody clash between the Tiv and Igbo inhabitants of Gboko last week. The 
incident followed a misunderstanding between an Igbo boy and his Tiv colleague 
in the Gboko market in which the 19-year-old Tiv boy was allegedly stabbed by 
his erstwhile Igbo friend. The police have arrested 34 people suspected to 

have taken part in the rampage that followed, while many more are reportedly 
being looked for. Meanwhile, the state Police Commissioner, Alhaji A. Malumfa- 
shi, has warned the general public to be law-abiding. He stressed that any per- 
son found after six o'clock in the evening would be arrested. And last Saturday, 
the Benue State Governor, Mr Aper Aku, expressed his disappointment over the 
incident. The governor who addressed the entire Gboko community appealed to 

the warring parties to uphold law and order and eschew bitterness. It is sus- 
pected that both the Igbo and Tiv boys who started it all perished in the 

event. It is also understood that many Igbo inhabitants of the area are flee- 
ing in town for their homes in Anambra State, and commercial activities in the 
area are already paralysed.

SENATORS UNHAPPY OVER ABUJA--Senators unanimously voted on Tuesday night in 
favour of a motion asking President Shehu Shagari to declare 1982 unrealistic 
for the movement of the seat of government to Abuja. Of the 11 senators that 
debated the motion none felt happy with the progress so far made in the new 
Federal capital. Before the decision was taken, the Senate leader, Dr Olusola 
Saraki, had presented the report of the Senate Committee that visited Abuja on 
September 4. He told the Senate that the committee felt disappointed over what 
it saw at Abuja. Senator Saraki blamed the slow pace of work there on the 
civil servants and ministries whom, he said, never knew of the sufferings of 
Federal legislators over lack of offices to work.

But to my mind, we have a long 
way to go." It was his opinion that the job of building the National Assembly 
at Abuja should be taken away from the hands of the Federal Capital Development 
Authority.

[Text] Paul Verges' speech last Sunday at Riviere Saint-Louis 

was of epochal importance. At this important juncture of our 
history the secretary general of the PCR [Reunionese Communist 
Party] sketched out clearly the path to be followed if we are 

to succeed in bringing change to the country. All communists, 
progressive people, and citizens of Reunion in general love their 
country, and if they study this path and immerse themselves deeply 
in it, with the determination to follow it, they will know just what 
to do. This is why we thought it useful to publish lengthy extracts 
from Paul Verges’ speech in TEMOIGNAGES. Our readers will find 

it very interesting. 


In the first part of the speech, which we are publishing today, 
Paul Verges analyzes the situation in our country 4 months after 
the victory of 10 May. From this analysis emerges the line of 
struggle to be carried out to bring change to Reunion. 





Four months ago Giscard was beaten, and the candidate of the Left was elected presi- 
dent of the republic. Two and one-half months ago the Left won an overwhelming 
majority in the Ntional Assembly. 


The leftist government in Fance has already taken a number of important measures 
inthis short time. It has already passed the first part of the decentralization 
legislation. It is presently preparing the nationalization bill. It has taken 
a number of measures inthe field of foreign affairs and shown a firm position on 
South Africa, a subject which is of special concern to us. 


This explains why those in France who voted for the Left sense the beginning of 
real change; and in all the recent polls the government has the support of a large 
majority of the public. 


Thus, the initial measures takenin France inspired confidence in the president's 
majority. We think it is a good beginning for the long struggle the leftist govern- 


ment will have to wage to resolve the two most pressing problems in France today: 
Inflation, on the one hand, and unemployment, on the other. 
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It is with this aim in mind that the government is presently putting together the 
1982 budget, which will be drawn up by the Left, debated by the Left and passed 
by the Left to implement the Left's policies. 





Faith in the Government 


All this explains the great faith the people repose in the government. But all 
the same, the French people have no illusions. The: know that rightwing policies 
over a period of decades have left a disastrous legacy. 


When it is announced that there are 1.85 million people unemployed, the French people 
know that Giscard's policy is alone responsible. 


Even after his 10 May defeat. 


When inflation continues, they know that this too is the legacy of the Right. When 
that inflation climbs to more than 14 percent per year, they know that all this 
has been caused by the Right. 


The people of France understand that the heavy legacy of decades of rightwing policies 
cannot be liquidated in only 4 months. This is why they believe in the government 

in the leftist majority, which are in the process of establishing the governing 
structures for decades to come. 


A Serious Situation 





What is the situation on Reunion? 
We have struggled for more than 35 years against a colonial-type policy. 


The record of these 35 years of rightwing policy includes, first of all, the ruin 

of our agriculture. Those still cultivating cane, geraniums, vetivers and vanilla 
know they are livingon borrowed time, and their livelihood is threatened by inflation 
in the cost of fertilizers, herbicides and transport and by increases in social 
costs. Now prices for agricultural products are not going up at the same rate. 


The record is also one of disastrous unemployment among the workers, and this hits 
young people hardest. There are 84,000 people of working age who cannot find work. 
Some 37,000 of them are members of ANPE [expansion unknown]. 


We are also familiar with the probiems of the working classes. The majority of 
workers have been ruined. Farmers and workers are often driven to irregu'ar means 
to survive, for if they had not done so they would long ago have disappeared. We 
must tell the truth about the desperate plight to which the rightwing government 
has reduced the farmers, the workers, etc. 


The current situationis a serious one for workers, farmers, the jobless and young 
people without work. The less work available, the more welfare required to alleviate 
things, and social inequalities are then exacerbated. 


In a country as small as ours--a country of 500,000 inhabitants--we see social injus- 
tice growing rapidly. The jobless, the small farmers, the agricultural day-laborers, 
left far behind, become poorer and poorer; while the others, the minority, continue 
to enrigh themselves. 
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Fraud Has Continued 


This, then, is the legacy of the rightwing policy, and it is 10 times as bleak as 
the one left in France. This explains why, if Reunion has been bequeathed 10 times 
the problems, it has also been 10 times as hopeful since 10 May. 


It is enoughto recall the demonstrations which took place the very night of 10 May, 
and on the next day, 11 May, and on the folowing days. The people of our country 
greeted the 14 and 21 June elections with the same sense of hope. 


It is true that Giscard's bureaucracy, with its ingrained habits, was left in place. 
It is true that fraud has continued. 


But worse yet is the attitude of the candidates and leaders of the Socialist Feder- 
ation; even though we, despite our known differences with them, played loyally for 
the leftist team, in the face of the Right and the bureaucracy. We never attacked 
the socialist candidates, and our candidate withdrew in favor of the socialist candi- 
date in the third electoral district. 


Well, we have seen the candidates and leaders of the Socialist Federation oppose 
us in the first round, and even in the second round to play for the rightwing team. 


The result is that on Reunion two of our present deputies--Michel Debre and Jean 
Fontaine--are among the worst of reactionaries. 


And the Right continues to repeat that the socialist candidate was only elected 
thanks to the open support of the Right. 


We say this not to engage in sterile polemics but because these are the deplorable 
facts, facts which still remain in everyone's memory. And we must learn our lessons 
from that. 


Hope and Disappointment in Equal Measure 
What have been the practical effects of the events of June 1981? 


The Right, which was so frightened of what would happen after 10 May, regained con- 
fidence after the legislative elections, since it salvaged the two most reactionary 
deputies and thinks it can lean heavily on the socialist deputy. 


Starting from there, we have seen how the Right has tried to profit from the diffi- 
cult situation faced by the cane growers and maneuver them into opposing the govern- 
ment. 


We have also seen how the big trading firms immediately increased their prices, 

how businesses are continuing to try to lay people off, while the workers are in 
the process of fighting against the measures the Right is trying to impose with 

the establishment of the Reunion Regional Mutual Fund. 


Disappointment among the workers is now being felt as keenly as the hope that inspired 
them in the aftermath of 10 May. They are asking questions. 
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"So where is the change?" 


"Where is Reunion headed?" 





"Are we going to continue long to put upwith the consequences of the rightwing policy, 
or are the changes in France at last going to be felt here on Reunion, too?" 


Every worker, indeed every citizen of Reunion is asking these far-reaching questions. 


In France, the workers and the general public can perhaps understand the fact that 
the legacy of Giscard cannot be rectified in only 4 months, because change has al- 
ready begun, and the government is opening up prospects for the future. 


Be Ready 


The workers on Reunion could likewise have understood--and still can--the fact that 
the legacy of 35 years of rightwing policies--with consequences such as unemployment, 
the problems faced by farmers, the hopeless position of young people, inflation, 
etc.--could not be effaced in just a few months or even a few years; but it would 
have been much easier if the workers of Reunion were certain that the political 
victory of 10 May meant the beginning of change in price and income policies. 


But the political victory of the Left in France was not accompanied by an equally 
stunning victory on Reunion last June, even though the conditions for achieving such 
a victory existed. 


Once again, it is not a question of indulging in polemics, but today we see the 
consequences of that situation in all the ills the people of Reunion are suffering. 


The experience of these last few months shows clearly to all of us, both those on 

the Right and those onthe Left, that if we communists and socialists had been united 
everywhere, if we had stood together, today we would have at least two leftist deputies, 
one of whom would be a communist. 


That would have created real faith that things are going to change. 


Instead, even though Bertile was elected, the people's will was thwarted in the 
victory of Debre and Fontaine, and this has eroded the confidence needed for things 
to change. 


This is why we must attach great importance to the possibility of voiding the results 
of the election in the second electoral district. We should be ready for that contin- 
gency in the months, or even weeks, to come. 


[11 Sep 81 p 3] 


[Text] We must rely on ourselves, on our own struggle. In recent weeks the workers 
have shown the way. Through strikes and demonstrations, and thanks to the policy 
followed by CGPER [General Confederation of Planters and Livestock Raisers], SEAR, 
and the former CDJA [expansions unknown], the growers have stood up against demo- 
goguery and the determined policy of revenge of Virapoulle and Fedecanne, and have 
been able to establish a dialogue with the government. This positive path is also 
open to the other classes of farmers. 








Broaden the Battle Front 


The workers, answering the call of the CGTR [General Confederation of Labor of Reunion], 
have also shown the way with their big strike of 21 August. They said that there 

must be an end to the excessive inflation and rightist maneuvers against the govern- 
ment, and that real change must begin. We must widen the struggle, broaden the battle 
front against the Right. This is our task, now andin the days to come, in alliance 
with the leftist forces in France, supporting the government and its policy. 


Important Political Crossroads 


But there are also some important political crossroads to be faced. In the next 
few days, in this very month, September, the government is to lay down the principles 
of regional reform as they affect the overseas departments. 


In order to unite our people, in order to unite the Left, we said following 10 May 
tht we considered the Defferre bill that was introduced in the previous legislature 
an acceptable framework, along with the regional reform proposed today by the govern- 
ment. We also have a precedent: The government's prop.'sed legislation on Corsica. 


We think tht the “overseas departments" (DOM's) should be reformed quickly, and that 
this reform should be modeled both on the regional reform to be implemented in France, 
and above all on what is done in Crosica and on the provision of the Defferre bill, 
introduced in the preceding legislature, which takes into account regional differences, 
underdevlopment, etc.... 


The reform should be implemented rapidly both in our own country and in Corsica, 
even before implementation of regional reform in France, if need be. 


So we are asking for the passage of this bill during the upcoming session of the 
National Assembly; we do not want the March 1982 elections to serve merely to reinvig- 
orate the current reactionary general council. 


The issue then will be the establishment of our country's departmental council through 
elections conducted on the basis of proportional representation. 


Against Cutting Reunion in Two 


We must defeat the efforts of reactionaries who want to cut Reunion in two and create 
two departments. 


In that connection, Corsica's example is instructive, as is the so-called solution 
to that island's problems. Corsica (8,722 km) is three and one-half times as big 
as Reunion (2,500 km): The number of civil servants would be increased, while the 
number of farmers and workers would decline. 


LE JOURNAL DE L'ILE DE LA REUNION has given the Right's view on this subject: It 

said that though the idea is "stupid" it should be revived; for the existence of 

two general councils, which it hopes would be controlled by the Right, would neutralize 
the regional council, where the Left has every chance of being in the majority. 
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One Proportionally Representative Assembly 


We say that we must defeat this reactionary effort. What we want here is one sole 
assembly based on proportional representation. The Left can and must win that elec- 
tion. 


Things must be done quickly if the Left is going to win the departmental council 
elections and pave the way for a great victory in the municipal elections a year 


and one-half away. For here again the Left should carry the majority of municipal 
councils in the region. 


All this will depend to a great extent on the attitude of the leadership of the Social- 
ist Federation. 


As soon as 10 May was behind us, we proposed to them that we close ranks to oppose 
the Right. They preferred to make their peace with the latter, in opposition to 
Leftist unity. We see the results of that today. 


But we have renewed our offer to the Socialist leaders. Soon there may be elections 
in the second electoral district, and more elections to the departmental council 

six months from now. Finally, a year and one-half away, are the municipal elections. 
It is essential for us to meet, discuss, and reach agreement on opposing the Right 
everywhere in our country. 


Leftist Unity For the Sake of Change 


The Socialist Federation leaders must be responsive both to the hope and to the will 
of the people of Reunion to bring change to our country at last. 


We Bist learn the lesson of the elections of 14 and 21 June, inwhich Debre and Fontaine 
werewable to holdonto their seats. 


At this juncture we must recognize and reiterate that many socialists in various 
communities, who had campaigned for their own candidate in the first round, 

dtd the honorable thing in the second round by campaigning at our side against. 
the Right. ~ 


A longer-term alliance between communists and socialists is absolutely necessary. 


On the basis of that alliance, we will be able to widen the leftist front and bring 
into it eutire classes of people who still do not dare to enter active political 
life: Democrats, decent people, all those who want develofent , democracy and freedom 
on Reunion. Today they represent the great majority of the people of Reunion. 


Alliance is Indispensable to the Struggle 
This alliance is indispensable to the struggle. Change on Reunion, therefore, is 
going to depend on the people of Reunion themselves. This change should be reflected 


immediately in the FR3 news. There can be no democracy without pluralist news media. 
In other words, there must be an end to the rightwing bias of FR3. 
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Everyone, including the Left, should be able to express his opinions on FR3, and 
the voice of the Left should carry as much weight there as it does in the country, 
so the people of Reunion get equal treatment. 


Understand the Gravity of the Economic and Social Situation 


We must look far beyond the political alliance of the Left. We must understand the 
gravity of the economic and social predicament of our country. 


FR3, the press and the rightwingers have done everything possible to mask this reality 
and anesthetize the sense of urgency felt by the people of Reunion. 


Now in reality our country is in a catastrophic predicament. There are 84,000 people 
of working age who cannot find work. The farmer is in a difficult spot and may be 
ruined at any moment. The workers are never sure from one day to the next whether 
the business that employs them will shut down. The young people are uncertain about 
their future. Never has our country been in such a serious situation. 


Dialogue 


It is because of this that, in additionto the political alliance, we are calling 

for a discussion, a dialogue, between the heads of all the economic sectors of Re- 
union. We must have meetings and discussions between the unions of agricultural 

day laborers and the growers" associations, between the trade unions and the employers’ 
federation. 


There must be dialogue with all sectors of the working class. 


We must restore our country's health, bring the economic sectors back in balance 
and give highest priority to production, that is to agriculture, and then to industry. 


Reduce Social Inequalities 

Social inequalities must be reduced. 

It is inconceivable for a farmer to be part of that 98 percent of cane growers on 
Reunion who work ali their lives but never attain a net monthly income equal to the 


interoccupational minimum growth wage. 


It is inconceivable for a worker to start off earning less than the interoccupational 
minimum growth wage and at the end of his life be earning barely more than that. 


It is inconveivable for those who are the producers of wealth to live in such want. 


It is unacceptable for the average real wage of workers in the private sector, or 
the average real income of farmers, to be three or four times less than the minimum 
salary in the civil service. 


While the mass of workersin the private sector are suffering such tribulations, a 
number of executives here are making more than people in France in positions of equiva- 
lent responsibility. That should no longer be tolerated. 
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At all costs we must restore the worker--whether he be a farmer or a laborer--to 
his pre-eminent place in Reunion society. \

[Text] To Bring the Economic Sectors Back in Balance 


While it is important to make steady progress toward narrowing the gap between bene- 
fits in the public and private sectors, it is equally necessary to make sure that 
the wages and real income of day laborers, workmen and farmers do not amount to less 
than the value of certain welfare benefits. 


It was entirely correct for old-age pensions and assistance to handicapped adults 

in our country to be increased. But if we look at realtive annual income, we see 

that the majority of workers and growers today earn much less per year than the elderly 
on pensions. 


When some welfare benefits are seen to equal and even exceed ordinary salary levels, 
how is our country to develop? 


When someone whe works for a living in reality earns less than someone on welfare, 
how is development possible? 


We must correct the injustice of inequality between incomes in the productive sector 
and incomes in the service sector. Until we have done that, it is useless to talk 
about Reunion's development. Reduction of social inequalities is the prerequisite 

to any real development in our country, to any restoration of balance among the various 
economic sectors. 


Defend the Poorest 
This is why our policy must be to defend the poorest, the most humble. 


Solidarity in our country must be translated into action, through social transfers 
that take from the richest and give to the poorest, and, most importantly, through 
action to increase production. 


Our purpose is not to sacrifice any one sector in order to develop another; we want, 
rather, to restore balance to the various economic sectors. 


The Party of the Presidential Majority 


In addition, our party should assume its rightful position as a member of the presi- 
dential majority, the government coalition. 


It is absolutely essential for us to shoulder our own overwhelming responsibilities. 


But also, the government should understand the gravity and the urgency of the situa- 
tion on Reunion. It must demonstrate with the least possible delay that there is 
real change. 

The people of Reunion are not demanding “everything right now;" they are only demand- 
ing that the government at last show the political will to bring change to Reunion. 














Immediate Measures 


That will to change should be expressed by taking immediate measures to slow down 
and then halt further deterioration in the situation. The poeple of Reunion must 
be given reason to have faith in the future. . 


The interim plan over the next 2 years will really have to demonstrate the resolve 
to reorient the policy pursued in our country. The development plan will have to 
lay the basis for solid confidence. 


Be Confident, Enterprising and Combative

responsibilities. 


Every supporter, every militant in the ranks mus!: feel that he is a member of a party 
that takes responsibility, by what is represents. for the whole country, for in the 
future and for the development of Reunion.

It may be that too many PCR supporters are still holding on to the habits acquired 
during 35 years of being in the opposition, while today the future is opening up 


before us. 


We must fight against the sectarianism that still prevails here and there in our 
party. 


We are not "old veterans” cf the struggle against the colonialists. 


Today we are the vanguard of our country's future. We must be confident, enter- 
prising and combative. 


Give Up the Welfare Mentality 
We have too long denounced the welfare mentality established by preceding governments 
for us now in turn to become political mendicants waiting for change to come solely 


from the French Government. 


[t is up to us to take the initiative for change on Reunion, rather than wait for 
it to come from 10,000 km away. 


No New Sarda 

It was more than 130 years ago that Sarda Garriga came from France to free the slaves 
of Reunion. It was a great moment in the alliance between the people of rrance and 
the people of Reunion. 

Today, 130 years later, we do not have to wait for the arrival of a new Sarda Garriga. 


It is up to us to free ourselves right here fromthe colonial structures that are 
a burdento our country. 
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Every part militant, every supporter and above all every official should feel him- 
self personally responsible in the battles to be fought. 


Take Responsibility; Calling Oneself a Revolutionary Is Not Enough 


We communists, because of our 35 years of struggle, have behind us dozens of comrades 
who have been killed, imprisoned, beaten, fired and repressed. This is our lot. 


But this lot does not entitle us to be conceited at all. 


The problem for communists today is to understand, to articulate andto explain what 
remains to be done. This ismore important than all we have done over the last 35 
years. 


That means that we must not permit ourselves to be conveited; on the contrary. we 
should feel that we are the most unpretentious of our country's fighting men. 


More than ever we must bear the brunt of the work ourselves, rather than claiming 
that we Communists are revolutionaries and sitting down to rest on our past struggles. 
I have heard too much of that, frequently even at high levels. 


Our task is not to assert--~much less believe--that we are exemplary revolutionarics; 
we have to show through our actions that we are with the people and that we are strug- 
gling tirelessly for the people of Reunion and for the country's development. 


An Open Party; Critical Tasks 


We must be an open party that welcomes those who want to struggle; we should not 
take on the appearance of a party of influential people enjoying political pensions 
for life as officials or leaders. 


We must put our faith in the coming change, in the young people, in the workers, 

in the women. It is with their help that we are going to build the Reunion of tomorrow. 
We should consider even the "smallest" everyday tasks to be of criticai importance: 
Defending TEMOIGNAGES, improving the newspaper, collecting for subscriptions, getting 
new ones. 


So many militants, so many TEMOIGNAGES readers want change and want to move ahead; 
but so many, when it comes to paying for their subscriptions or making punctual install- 
ment payments, not only fail to stay ahead but actually get further and further behind. 


We have 10,000 members in our party. We should be able to transform that 10,000 
member force at every level into a conscious force, a force capable of taking action, 
of advancing and of directing the political battle in our country. 


Only by these struggles will we preserve our influence and authority with the masses; 
the struggles ahead are going to restore our people's faith that in the 10, 20 or 

30 years during which the Left will be in power in France it will also be in power 
on Reunion and take responsibility for the country's future and development. 
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Prepare for the Future 
We must face our present problems squarely, but we must prepare for the future. 


We must call on the government--for we have waited long enough--to take action on 
the price of large consumer goods. 


It is outrageous that every week the workers see the price-tags changed and the prices 
go up. 


We must call fu. an urgent dialogue to resolve the critical problems of the growers, 
the workmen and the laborers. There must be real change in FR3, and radio and tele- 
vision in a leftist country must be accessible to the Left. 


We must prepare ourselves for the possibility of an election in the weeks or months 
to come. 


It is possible that within 6 months regional reform will be a reality, and that the 
elections of March 1982 will result in the establishment of the departmental council 
whose governing body and president will be invested with responsibility for the direc- 
tion of Reunion's affairs. After that victory is won, we must also prepare ourselves 
for victory in March 1983, a year and one-half from now--early 40 years after Verges, 
Lepervanche, Lucas, Hinglo, Piot and the others who at that time rallied the people 
and swept the Right away in the mayoral elections all the way from Bras-Panon to 
Saint-Pierre; and this is now our task over the next 18 months. 


Tell the People the Truth 


We believe we should always tell the people the truth, and that we must face the 
fact thatreal change has not yet come on Reunion. 


But while we are strengthened by the situation in France--where the Left is in power 
not just for a few months but for 15 or 20 years, or even longer--we must rely on 
our own strength, our own struggles, the struggles of the workers,the growers, men 
and women (the yough especially) and, finally and most importantly, our communist 
party, which, with the support of the majority of the people of Reunion, will wage 
the battle to bring change to our country and to open it up to development and to 
its destiny. 


Four months after the election of Franccis Mitterrand, though disappointment here 
and there is beginning to intensify and people are getting impatient, we must cling 
not only to our hope but indeed to our faith in the future, born of that victory 

of 10 May which will be a landmark date not only for France but also for Reunion.

PRESIDENT EXPRESSES BELIEF IN THIRD WORLD COOPERATION 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese'17 Sep 81 p 3 


[Interview with President Pinto da Costa by Calane da Silva, Joao de Sousa, and Sol 
de Carvalho: “Cooperation Between Countries of the Third World More Effective 
Against Underdevelopment"] 


[Excerpts] “Without casting aside the idea of cooperation 
with the highly developed countries, we believe in cooperation 
among the countries of the so-called Third World as an essential 
factor in overcoming the problem of underdevelopment. These 
are much more effective cooperation efforts, much more advan 
tageous, and we must speed up this type of cooperation," said 
the president of Sao Tome and Principe, Pinto da Costa, in an 
interview on board an aircraft carrying him back to his 
country. Pinto da Costa has just made an official trip and 
friendship journey to Mozambique and in his interview he takes 
up a series of questions dealing with the journey, especially 
cooperation between the Republic of Sao Tome and Principe and 
the People's Republic of Mozambique. Here is the text of the 
interview. 


Question: Mr President Pir.to da Costa, throughout the conversations which Your 
Excellency had with the President of the People's Republic of Mozambique, questions 
of cooperation on the level of each party were certainly taken up. How do you 
think that they can be developed after your first official visit on the level of 
the MLSTP [Movement for the Liberation of Sao Tome and Principe]-FRELIMO? 


President Pinto da Costa: Cooperation on the MLSTP-FRELIMO party level is already 
in existence. Of course, through the visit which I have just made, I am absolutely 
convinced that this cooperation will become even stronger. We are going to have an 
opportunity to exchange delegations so as to work harder on the various problems 
which our parties are experiencing, both regarding organization and concerning the 
political and ideological training effort. This applies particularly to the 
political and ideological training aspect which we believe to be of extreme im- 
portance to the specific attainment which are of concern to our two parties. 


We are convinced therefore that this visit will even further open the door to 
cooperation between our two countries and we believe that, by exchanging delega- 
tions, we will learn from each other, we will be able to exchange mutual exper- 
iences so as to strengthen our bonds of militancy and solidarity more and more. 
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Question: Mr President, on what level are the areas of government cooperation 
between the two countries, Sao Tome and Principe and Mozambique, after the con- 
versations which Your Excellency had in Maputo? 


President Pinto da Costa: After the conversations, we had the opportunity of 
Signing a general cooperation agreement. In the context of this general coopera- 
tion agreement, we will have the opportunity to sign specific agreements; we will 
have an opportunity for sending various delegations to Mozambique and Mozambique 
will be able to send delegations to Sao Tome and Principe so as to follow up on the 
specific aspects of this cooperation. 


During our trip we also had an opportunity to sign an air and maritime transporta- 
tion agreement and we also had the opportunity to draw up working programs on the 
cultural and scientific levels, on the level of relationships between the ministries 
of health, and we believe therefore that this visit was extremely important in 

terms of promoting further cooperation. 





Question: We are sure that the areas of cooperation which Your Excellency has just 
spelled out and which therefore were the subject of conversations between the two 
parties and the two governmeits, will contribute much to the development of the two 
countries in an effort tu put an end to underdevelopment. 


President Pinto da Costa: Yes. We are convinced that this is so. We think that | 
cooperation between our two countries is a fundamental factor in our development. | 
We believe even more in cooperation between our countries, between the countries of 

the so-called Third World, than any other type of cooperation, as an essential 

factor in enabling us to overcome the problem of underdevelopment. We have exper- 

ience in this field, we have experience in cooperation on the international level, 

and we have seen that cooperation which we have with countries that have the same 

guidelines and the same problems as we--for example, the cooperation we pursue with 
Algeria—-constitute much more effective cooperative efforts, much more advantageous 

efforts, and therefore we must speed up this type of cooperation between our countries 
because it, in effect, is one of the essential factors in our development, one of 

the essential factors in our fight against underdevelopment. This does not mean in 

any way whatsoever that we are playing down the idea of cooperation with highly 

developed countries; but it is necessary to modify the concept of this type of 

cooperation. If this type of cooperation continues to be of a colonial and neo- 

colonial character, a unilateral character involving unilateral advantages, then 

these are concepts which will not in any way contribute to our development. But I 

am convinced that, in cooperating among each other, among the so-called Third World 
countries, we will create conditions for modifying the type of cooperation which 

exists between us and the highly developed countries. 


Question: Mr President, we have learned that, throughout the conversations and 
among the various representatives making up the high-level delegation which Your 
Excellency headed, there was the prospect of training cadres from Sao Tome in the 
People's Republic of Mozambique. Could Your Excellency tell us more on that score? 


President Pinto da Costa: Even before the signing of any agreement with the RPM 
[People's Republic of Mozambique] we had already begun to develop cooperation along 
these lines. We have some cadres whom we've sent to to the RPM for training. We 
have some other cadres on an even higher level in Sao Tome who had an opportunity 
to study at the Eduardo Mondlane University and we think that, through this visit, 
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we have great prospects of being able to utilize the infrastructure facilities of 
the RPM, especially in the field of education, to be able to solve one of the big 
problems of our country which is a problem of cadre shortage. With the signing of 
this agreement we have an opportunity to train some cadres whom we need, through 
cooperation with the RPM. 


Question: Mr President, we would like to put to you another question relating to 
the fact that, for example, your visit to the RPM coincided with the summit of the 
Front Line countries held recently in Lagos. As Your Excellency knows only too 
well, the main idea at the summit was to move from talk to action. In what way can 
Sao Tome contribute to the fight against the "Boer" invaders of Angola? 


President Pinto da Costa: Of course, Sao Tome and Principe is a little country, 
with few resources. But we are sure and we think that, in this struggle, which we 
are currently fighting against South Africa, a little country or a big country, 
with few resources or big resources, must all make an efficient contribution to 
enable us to meet the common enemy who is South Africa and who has the support of 
the imperialist countries. Within the context of our country's possibilities, we 
will study the possibilities we have available to us in order effectively to help . 
the Angolan people fight against the aggression of South Africa. We believe that 
the moment has come for action and we must move on from resolutions, intentions, 
and condemnations since South Africa is tired of hearing condemnations which in 
practical terms do not solve any problem. Along with these ideas, we think that 
Sao Tome and Principe, although with limited possibilities, will study a specific 
way of helping the People's Republic of Angola in this aggression which it faces 
from South Africa. 


Question: We would like to put another question to you dealing in some way with 
cooperation and the road of development for economic liberation, on the one hand, 
among the countries constituting the former Portuguese colonies, and, on the other 
hand, development on the regional level. What does Your Excellency think about 
this matter and what right now is the position of Sao Tome on these two issues? 


President Pinto da Costa: Concerning the first question dealing with cooperation 
among the five countries that used to be colonized by Portugal, we think that this 
cooperation is of extreme importance. We are all Africans but there are differ- 
ences among us. There are differences of an ideological character; there are 
differences of orientation, and we think that we have a common base among the five 
countries. First of all, we are fighting against the same enemy in the anti- 
colonial struggle. We formed a single front against the enemy and we have a certain 
experience in terms of results that can be obtained when we effectively strengthen 
cur unity. On the other hand, we have fraternal bonds among our leaders and among 
our parties which can rather well facilitate cooperation among the five countries. 


This is why we want this cooperation, this is why we want the strengthening of this 
cooperation. Its intensification can even serve as a move that will be able to 
contribute to the strengthening of cooperation among the African countries, both on 
the regional level and on the continental level. Concerning regional cooperation 
of course we assign importance to that regional cooperation. It is very often 
rendered difficult by the fact that countries on the regional level have different 
options. When we talk in terms of cooperation, we must not overlook that aspect. 
This aspect very often hinders cooperation. Therefore, to make sure that this 
cooperation will be effective, it becomes necessary for the countries on the 
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regional level to reach a level of sufficient independence which will permit them 
to tackle the problem of regional cooperation in realistic terms. Regional co- 
operation presupposes a certain degree of political and economic independence. 
Without that degree of political and economic independence, this regional cooper- 
ation will not help the region's countries but would rather be another way of 
providing an opportunity for the old colonizers to continue to exploit our wealth 
and our potential. We naturally assign importance to regional cooperation but it 
is necessary for it to be tackled in its political aspeci, in its economic aspect, 
and we must take into consideration the need for attaining a certain degree of 
political and economic independence among the region's countries so that this 
regional cooperation may effectively do our peoples good. 


Question: Mr President, if you permit us, we would like to get back to the ques- 
tion of cooperation among countries formerly colonized by Portugal. We would like 
to ask whether Sao Tome and Principe views this cooperation from a perspective 
similar to the one existing in Africa between the so-called French-speaking and 
English-speaking countries and what will be the establishment of a "Portuguese- 
speaking front" or whether you view this cooperation on a political basis, as you 
have just mentioned, in terms of ideological unity between the countries that used 
to be colonized by Portugal. 





President Pinto da Costa: This cooperation cannot in any way have the character of 
cooperation which we currently have on the African level because we do not want to 
build a Portuguese-speaking community. We speak the Portuguese language, naturally, 
but we are not a Portuguese-speaking community. We therefore, as I said before, 
have the essential factor that means that this cooperation is different from the 
cooperation efforts which have been developed so far on the continental level; you 
have the political factor, you have the political and ideological identity of our 
respective countries. And from that identity we derive the difference that can 
exist among these cooperative efforts. Of course, we do have a problem and that is 
a geographical problem, the problem of distance. The geographical problem can 

limit cooperation to a certain point but it cannot in any way deny that coopera- 
tion. When there is identify as to political and ideological viewpoints and common 
objectives to be attained, then geographic distance cannot prevent the specific 
expression of this cooperation. We are absolutely convinced that this cooperation 
will be implemented even though there may be real difficulties. But there is a 
political determination on the part of these countries and that is important. We 
are convinced that we will implement cooperation between our five countries gradually 
in various stages and through different sectors.

FRG DELEGATION MEETS PRESIDENT--The secretary general of Somali Revolution 
Socialist Party [SRSP] and president of the SDR, Challe Mohamed Siad Barre, 
received at the presidency last night the FRG parliamentary delegation that is 
currently in the country.

PRISONERS RELEASED--The Somali Revolutionary Socialist Party [SRSP] secretary

Addressing 
an extraordinary meeting at the People's Hall this morning, which was attended by 
the SRC, the SRSP Central Committee, the People's National Assembly and government 
officials, Challe Mohamed Siad Barre said that the ammesty would apply to convicts 
serving sentences, persons charged with embezzling public property, those facing 
civil, security and military charges and prisoners charged with security offenses.
